3. I hereby state that I have reviewed and understand the contents of the '740 
patent specification, including the claims, as amended by the "Preliminary Amendment" 
submitted herewith. 

4. I believe the '740 patent to be wholly or partly inoperative or invalid by reason 
of a defective specification or drawing. 

5. I believe the *740 patent to be wholly or partly inoperative or invalid by reason 
of my claiming less than I had a right to claim in the patent. 

6. Specifically with respect to the specification, I believe the '740 patent to be 
partly inoperative because of an overly broad characterization of the claimed invention 
appearing in the paragraph beginning at column 2, lines 26-29, which states, "This 
assemblage of evidence clearly establishes the need for a filter which can rid an espresso 
coffee beverage of its harmfiil oils and unfiltered grounds, which is what the present 
invention can accomplish." The filter as claimed and described in the detailed description, 
however, merely reduces the amount of harmful oils and unfiltered grounds. Accordingly, to 
the extent that the word "rid" is interpreted to mean "completely eliminate," it is inconsistent 
with the scope of the claims or the description of the invention. 

7. With respect to the claims, I believe the '740 patent to be partly inoperative 
because each of the independent claims contain unnecessary limitations not required to define 
over the prior art. For example, claim 1 of the '740 patent, at column 4, line 57, recites, "a 
metallic filter." Similarly, claim 4 of the '740 patent recites, "heated water under 3 to 15 bar 
of pressure" (column 4, line 68), and a reduction of lipids in the brewed coffee "by at least 
50%" (column 5, line 7). Still fiuther, claim 7 of the '740 patent recites, a heated water 
pressure of "3 to 15 bars" at column 6, line 7, and colunrn 6, lines 12-13. None of the 
aforementioned limitations were necessary in order to define over the prior art. Thus, claims 
1, 4, and 8 clairn less than I had a right to claim. 

8. All errors which are being corrected in the present reissue application up to the 
time of filing of this declaration arose without any deceptive intention on my part.
